It is noted that articles in his possession puL 

contain names of individuals purported to be connected jpX 

with the CIA. He has also hinted that he may have been 
attempting to go to Cuba and that his robbing of the 
State National Bank, of El Paso was "due to the direction [/ 

he had taken towards going to Cuba." It is noted that the \^v. 
subject was formerly a Captain in the U. S. Army and claims 4*^ 
to have been trained in .the Army’s Counter Espionage School. \ 

further noted that the AUSA in El Paso is 
& ^^dncerned about the property that NAGELL had in his possession 
at time °* h * s arrest and is of the opinion that the 
z/z'llto'l subject may use the property in his posses&ion^JLn connection 
' with his defense with respect to the bank/robAfery- charges.

Of courts, the portraits of Marx, Lanin, 
and Stalin are dlsplayod in tho building* Tho Soviet 
Union is expecting a lot fros this con tor* Tho Cultural 
Center Is for young people hut young Germans do not ooue 
to this building. Libraries in West Berlin are crowded 
by young people of Bast Berlin* This is a good contrast 
between the two worlds* 

In Bast Berlin, the Soviet Government and the 
Bast Goman government are making every effort to appease 
Bast Gomans but they do not pay any attention to the 
f governments* The German people feel that they are superior 
to the Bussian people and they have nothing to learn from 
them. The Soviet Union feels that It cannot do anything 
with the Germans*

Visitors to Berlin were interested in knowing the 
causes and .actual state of the riot on June 17 and the steps 
taken by the Soviet Union. I made the following conclusion 
as a result of talks with leaders of the riot* 


The first cause of the riot was the Soviet 
dictatorship* The Hitler's dictatorship was only wplaetd 
by the Soviet dictatorship. The second cuase was the Soviet 
emphasis placed on the heavy industry* As a result, East 
Germans had a poor living. The third cause was the poor 
harvest. The fourth cause was the people's dissatisfaction 
under the Soviet rule for eight years, 
the government's failure in every respect and decided to 
oppose the Soviet rule. 


When civil engineering and construction workers 
on Stalin Alley came out to oppose an Increase of the work 
quotas on June 10, riots broke out all over East Germany• 

In the meantime, riots also broke out in Chechoslovakia, 
Bulgaria and Poland and the Soviet Union had to send its 
troops to the troubled spots. In other words, netionsin 
East Europe had waited for an opportune time and East Berlin 
set the fire. 


Actual Tacts of the Biot 

When civil engineering and construction workers 
carried out a riot on June 10, large riots hroko^out all 
over East Germany. On June 10, about *0,000 workers 
participated in the riots and the niMmTbmx* Anco 
100,000 the following day. The important cities that carried 

out riots are Magdeburg, Halle, Jena, 5“J-Sl?!?S?tod 

According to information from a brave leader who participated 
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in the riot and took down the, rod flag ifroa the gato of 
Brandenburg, tko atroota were crowded with riotora on tho 
morning of tho ,17th (about 7:00 a.m.). Tho riotora took 
atrootcara on their way. A people’s militia unit arrived 
in *ix truck* bat thoy did not interior# with the riot. 

As a matter of fact,, an officer wared hie hand conetantly. 

^Soviet troops in SO trucks arrived bat thoy Just followed 
tho riotora without saying anything. When the riotora 
arrivod in front of the gate, they wore met by feat Berliner* 
and they cried, "Wo are not alavoa. Give oa freedom." 

Tho Soviet troopa aaw tho Soviet flag being replaced by 
the German flag bat they did not do anything at all. 

Xn the city of Berlin, 2 incendiary fires and 
100 minor cases broke oat. 

The riotora made the following demand*: 

(1)’ Removal of Premier Grotewohl and Deputy Premier Ulbricht 


(2) Establishment of a provisional government - 

(3) Execution of free elections 

(4) Removal of blockage between last Berlin and Went Berlin 

(5) Abolishment of the Peopled Polio#

(6) Reduction of taxes and prices of commodities. 

The situation became so tense that the 'East German 
government was unable to maintain the public peace and 
order. However, it ended around 2:00 p.m. when Soviet 
armored troopa arrived and many rioters suffered injuria*. 
Xn, order to put down the riot, the Soviet Onion mobilized 
15,000 military personnel with 84 tanka and 20 armored-cars 
in addition to 10,000 policemen of Bast Germany. Judging 
by the expression of leaders, one could tell how unhappy 
East Germans wore. The People’s police force was helpless 
before the rioters because they know what their fellow 
Germans wanted.

The Soviet Union ^rpreaaed the rioters with its ; 
•troopa. On the other hand, iv la interesting to see what 
steps the Soviet Union took later. The first step was an 
appeasement policy. At Malenkov’s invitation. Premier 
Grotewohl went to Moscow and discussed various,problems 
with Malenkov from August 20 through 22. As a result_of 
this discussion, a Joint communique was published. The

Joint co—nlquo stated that tho "two parties concluded an 
agroo—nt to cancel tho reparations and to strengthen 
their relatio— in tho oesMorical, economic , scientific 
and technical fiolds. 

Tho first important point is tho•oaneollation 
of roparationo; the second point is to return industrial 
installations to last Gorsany; and tho third point is to 
reduce the financial sharo of last Gorsany for tho Soviet 
troops in hast Gorsany. As tho pay—nt of roparatioss was 
to discontlnue from January 1, 1954, tho reduced a—nnt 
is $ 2,537,000,000 (in tho world value of 1938), and as 
33 faotorios woro to —turn to last Gorsany, tho wains is 
estl—ted at 700,999,090—rks. In regard to Xast 

Gorsany's share, it will not oseood 5 per cent of its national 
bndgot and nndor sc vircusstences, will it exceed the lovol 
of tho 1949 pay—nt. Vhoroas tho pay—nt dor 1949 was 
2,1009000,000 narks and for 1953, 1,800,000,000 narks, 

tho asountfor 1954-was fixod to bo 1,600,000,000 narks.

Tho first of fort was —do for lsprove—nts with 
—ro osphasis on tho life of coasusptlon. Ali tho’slogans 
showing the superiority of tho Bussian pooplo were resowed 
from Berlin. In othor words, tho slogans of Lonin and Stalin 
disappoarod and only so— sloga— of Marx ro—lned. As 
Marx was born in Gorsany, tho special consideratioa was 
given to his sloga—* 

Tho sooond stop w— to punish loadofs of tho 
riot with hoawy — nt—cos. According to an .anno—oo—nt 
of the Minister of All Go— Affairs of Most Gorsany, 

17 perse— — ro — ntsncod to death, 2 to lifo, and 184 to 
warions tor—. 

Tho third , stop was to organiso an action unit 1 
with Gsmans who —ro loyal to tho Soviet Union in ordor 
to punish those who had<received A—rican rations and eeunter- 
rowolutionary sis—nts. 

Tho fourth stop w— to announcs that tho riot 
was onoouragod by A—rican agents —d that there w— no 
—on for Gorsans to carry out tho riot. 

In addition, tho Sowiot Union took variousothor 
stops. At any rats, tho currant riot was a painful oxporionco 
for tho goworn—nt of X—t Gorsany. It appoars that X—t 
Gorsany will adopt an appe—e—nt policy in tho future. 
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3* Successful American Food Bations 


On July 11# the government of last Germany publish¬ 
ed a communique. The communique stated that the Halted 
States food proposal was another conspiracy after the fall** 
ure of the June 17 riot and that $57#300#000 worth of food 
Items# such as hotter# cheese# anlaal fat#’ vegetable oil# 
etc*# would be obtained on credit from the Soviet Halos 
on July 20. Xn general# Bast Germany talks about abstract 
things but Vest Germany takes up practical things for the 
people* 


The distribution of United States food rations 
began In Veit Berlin on July 27(sic)» Until July 20# 

637#000 parcels (a parcel contained of food Items# ^ 

such as 2 pounds of flour# 2 pounds of oil# 1 pound of 
dried vegetables and 4 cans of condensed milk) wore distrib¬ 
uted* The ration stations wore opened following the riot* 

On the first day# about 50#000 East Berliners came to re¬ 
ceive their rations; on the second day# the number In¬ 
creased to 100#000 and on the third day# It reached 200#000* 
In this manner# about 1#000#000 East Germans received 
their rations In a period of six days* Under these cir¬ 
cumstances# the government of East Germany could not afford 
:to let then alone* On account of the government's Inter¬ 
ference# the number decreased to -20«000 a day. This Instance 
alone tells the shortage of food Items In East Berlin* 

There were a dosen ration stations In Vest Berlin* X visited 
one* They had a list of East Germans. Vest Berliners knew 
the details of family conditions of East Berliners* Ho 
red tape . war, required for their rations. 


Some East Germans came from 100 miles away and 
when they received their rations# they shoved their smiles* 
The government of East Germany is unhappy about the situ¬ 
ation* At any rate# two worlds can be seen in Berlin 
and a good ccsiparlsott can be made between Communism and : 
democracy. 


4. Refugees from Bast Germany 

Following the termination of Vorld Var XX# nearly 
8 #000# 000 Germans have escaped to Vest Germany from Bast 
Germany. Including those from Poland# the number reaches 
about 10,000,000# which exceeds the population of Australia* 
The .government of Vest Germany has a separate ministry (cal¬ 
led', the Ministry of Refugees). Xt is said that about 80 
per cent of the refugees arrived in Vest Germany through 
Berlin. 


X visited one of the 10 refugee camps In Vest 
Berlin. The camp was surrounded by barbed-wire entangle¬ 
ments and no communications with the outside were allowed. 




iMtptti art vaualljr interned in a camp and thoroughly 
Investigated because c n— a n lata eoa* into Want Berlin in 
order to engage in underground activities. Although 
escapees are interned in aanp«i "they are happy because 
they know that they are in the Weetern neetor. They 
often talk about the restricted life in last Germany and 
the harsh treetaent of the government* X met a young man 
who had only little fingers. X was told by a woman that 
she had been imprisoned for three months for a criticism 
of the government* 

Following their Investigations, refugees are 
not released in Berlin but sent to other parts of West 
Germany* Most of the refugees want to go to the industrial* 
lsed sons in the Worth* However, the government divides 
them evenly between the Worth and South and provides them 
with living quarters. 

After the riot, the number of rofugeos has deerensed* 
Xn Marsh and April of 1§53, there were about from 3,000 to 
5,000 refugees a day* After June IT, the number decreased 
to from 300 to 300 a day* The main reasons are that the 
government of Bast Germany employed an appeasement policy, 
that those who wanted to escape to West Germany have gone 
already* that one can escape anytime he wants due to the relax¬ 
ation of travel restrictions, and that some Germans feel 
^ that if all Germans leave Bast Germany, it will be part 
* of the Soviet Union permanently. The refugee problem is 
very serious. The Refugee Party is the 4th strongest one 
in Germany and more than 30 Members were elected in the, gen* 
oral election. 

5. Communist Activities in Germany 

Xt is difficult to understand Communist activities 
in West Germany by just looking at the number of communists, 
their leaders, and the plans of their struggle. A spokesman 
of West Germany ( s security office mode the following remarks: 

"Bad neighbors always cross our fence and spray 
> poison* We have to stop them from coming in and sterilize 
the poison* Our position with communists is something 
like this." 

It is useless to judge the Cemmunlst strength 
by thO Communists in West Germany. One must not forget • - 
that the government of Bast Germany Is the leader of 
Communist activities, issuee direct orders, and sends 
agitators to West Germany* A large quantity of propaganda 
materials is .printed in Bast Germany and distributed in f 
West Germany. Xn other words, the Communist Party in West 
Germany takes orders from East Germany, r? > 




The first political offensive of last Germany 
is to shov that the life in last Gernany is better than 
that in lest Gernany and the Soviet Union is naking every 
effort to reconstruct Gernany. Stalin Alley is a good 
example of this policy* Malenkov pointed it out also on 
August 23* Under this political offensive, last Gernany 
is expected to employ an appeasement policy. 


The second political offensive is to alienate 
West Gernany fron the United States* last Gernany states 
that the governnent of Adenauer is a puppet Of the United 
States and it id the people's enemy and nust be overthrown* 
An appeal has been nade for the unification of Gernany 
because the Geman people want it more than anything else* 
The governnent of Adenauer does not want the unification but 
Premier Grotewohl and the Soviet Union are ready to discuss 
this problem* In connection with the ratification of the 
Joint European defense treaty, Adenauer is accused of 
provoking another war* 


The third political offensive is to send agitators 
to West Germany with direct orders. It is ••*? **** 
the recent election, about 3,000 agitators infiltrated 
0*rmu>jr. About * h»lf of th* »«it»tor.«r.»rr..t.d»aa 
following the election, they were sent back to last Germany, 

As the Communist Party is disliked in West Gernany, Communists 
conceal their identity and are engaged in progressive und 
peace movements. It is said that there are fron 70 to 80 
organisations receiving funds fron last Gernany* 


The amount of funds received fron Bast Gernany 
is very large, and the volume of propaganda materials is 
tremendous* Bast Germany also uses the medium of radio 
for its propaganda* 


Germans Unshaken by Comm unist Propaganda 

In suite of the Intense activities of Bast Germany, 
the Communist Party's activities in Most Germany * r V****f~ 
nisicant. The German people are not interested in Communist 
activities. In 1846 (sic), the membership of the Communist 
Party was about 300,000. At the prosent time, the number 
decreased to 100,000. In the general election in August, 
1948, the Communist Party obtained 1 , 360,000 votes (about 
5.2 per cent) and occupied 14 seats inthe Diet. .J® . tbo 
other hand, in the current election, it only obtained 
600,000 votes (2.2 per cent) and occupies one seat in the 

Diet. 


for instance, when a demonstration is held, no 
one Joins it. Shortly before the ratification tjj® 
European defense treaty, the Communist Party carried out 
a demonstration but only 300 people Joined it.

Labor unions in V«st (hmuny do not pay any attention 
to an appoal of Past Germany. An officer of the Labor 
Federation stated, "We do not participate in political 
movements nor do we sake any unreasonable econoaic desands 
that hurt the industry." Under these circumstances, there 
is no way for the Communist Party to cooperate with labor 
unions. 


Without the activities of Bast Germany, the 
Conaunist activities in West Germany are no problem* On 
the other hand, West Germany is exposed to great danger. 

If another war breaks out, West Germany will be overrun 
by Soviet troops and antlcoamunists punished. If the 
German people had no confidence in themselves, they would 
make some compromises with the 8oviet Union. However, the 
German people are not Interested in any appeal of Bast 
Germany. 


There are several reasons that the Communist strength 
is declining. 

The first reason is that the German people know 
Communism well. More than $,000,000 fellow Germans from 
Bast Germany talk about the life in Bast Germany. Bast 
Germany is in a difficult position to explain why Bast 
Germans want to go to West Germany whereas no one in West 
Germany wants to go to Bast Germany. West Germans see many 
fellow Germans coming from Bast Germany to get rations and 
they understand the reasons of the riot* 

The second reason Is that in comparison with Bast 
Germany, West Germany is recovering speedily and people 
enjoy higher standards of living. The economic recovery is 
assisted by the United States and the government of Adenauer 
is following the right direction. X met an officer of the 
Soclal-Democratl? Parity, who stated, "My party criticises 
the policy of Adenauer toward the United States but I personally 
feel that there is no other way to rebuild the country," 

The third reason is that Germans know that they 
are superior people. For this reason, they do not pay much 
attention to the Soviet Union. They feel that the Soviet 
Union has no qualifications to be a world leader and that 
they should lead the Soviet Union. Most of the Soviet 
technical improvements made after the war were made under the 
leadership of Germans. 

Judging by the fact that only 10 per cent of the 
population in Bast Germany converted to Communism, one can 
tell why Germans in West Germany are indifferent about 
Communism*

Germany has already made agreements with the United States 

and France to reduce its debts by 65 per cent and 20 per cent 

1 respectively. 

(4) The frame of rearmament has been drawn. According to the 
present[budget, one third, of its expenditure is used for 

, the occupation troops. Germany has already ratified the 
Joint European defensetreaty and has 460,000-man armed 
forces including 12 divisions.

Although NAGELL did not like his children, during 
the marriage* he has frequently complained about not being 
with them since the divorce. He sends them cards from various 
places in the United States, but has n ever since th e divorce 
furnished support for the children or I I As a con¬ 
sequence, I l has been supporting herself and the 

children through employment as a waitress and has to board ‘ 
the children out. 

On March .6, 1964, I stated to SA I 

that she never knew NAGELL to be Involved in espionage in any 
manner. She further commented that they were always in finan¬ 
cial difficulty during their residence in the United States.

Since the crash there has been a marked 
change In RICHARD NAGELL, and Mrs. NAGELL Is certain her son has 
some form of mental trouble. 

She saw RICHARD In Chicago, Illinois, In 1954, and 
she moved to Los Angeles in May of 1955* It was then seven 
years before she heard directly from him or saw him* She ran 
Into RICHARD by chance on the street In Los Angeles, saw that 
he needed help* and thereafter tried to give him both moral and 
financial assistance. 

Mrs. NAGELL gave her son $1,000.00 on one occasion 
and much smaller amounts on other occasions. He never expressed 
appreciation for this help. RICHARD never seemed to have enough 
money. She does not know if he had a bank account or not. 


Mrs. NAGELL was trying te locate RICHARD after he 
had disappeared for several days. She knew he ceuld often 
be found at The Happy Rabbit, a beer; Joint at 2709 West Sixth 
Street, Los Angeles. She went there and found RICHARD, and 
he Hew into an uncontrollable rage because She had gene Inside 
this bar, claiming it was no place for a decent woman. 

Mrs. NAGELL stated it was really not that bad a place. She 
became definitely, convinced after this incident that there 
was something seriously wrong with her son. But even prior 
to this time she observed RICHARD became extremely angry over 
nothing, and he would cry without explaining whit was troubling 
him. •

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After* above mentioned incident, RICHARD Again* * 
would have nothing to do with her. She kept track of him 
through her other son, LOUIS, who is a year ana a half older 
than RICHARD. Mrs. NAGELL was in a way happy to have the 
hoys get together, after years of estrangement. Sho* 
described LOUIS as being an almost hopeless alcohol!*. 

She thought sinoe both sons had serious problems, they might 
be able to help oach other. LOUIS has told her, however, 
that he was never able to straighten out RICHARD. 

She stated that RICHARD never discussed eommunlsmi 
never mentioned Cuba or the "Pair Play for Cuba Committee” 
or gave any indication he was in any manner involved in 
espionage. 

On March $, 1964, Mrs. NAGELL Informed SAl 
that she wanted to point out that RICHARD had never physically 
abused her, that the abuse was always vOcal. She also mentioned 
that she herself has been under psychiatric care for several 
years, and she does not think her problem has yet been 
eliminated.

A’ roview'of these reports 
reveals that NAGELL had manifested'evidence of mental instability 
•in the past and had', on vat least one occasion,, according to a- 
press article, attempted suicide*, He has also reportedly

threatened to defect. It is further revealed that NAGELL 
served commend ably in the Korean War and was later the sole 
survivor of an airplane crash in which he received severe 
head injuries which may have contributed to his mental 
instability. Subject's condition was diagnosed at the Veterans 
Administration Hospital, Bay Pines, Florida, in January, 1963, 
as “chronic brain syndrone associated with brain trauma with 
behavior reaction characterized by passive, aggressive and 
paranoid features." In May, 1964, NAGELL was convicted of 
attempted armed bank robbery in the U.S. District Court, 

El Pasoj Texas, and sentenced to ten >ears in prison. His 
conviction was reversed on grounds relating to insanity and 
he was acquitted on 4/28/68. 

In addition, the subject's file contains a telegram 
from the American Consulate General, Zurich, to the USDS dated
